DEFEAT of the FRENCH at the NILE. 


ON the Firſi ot Augult, 1798, the French Fleet were firſt difecverid by the Zealous, Capt. Hood, laying at Aa- 
cor, in Line of Battle, at Abaukir Bay.— the Admiral baul-d his Wind that Indant, and was immediately followed by 
the whole Squadron. The Goliath and Zealons had the Hongt to Ted Infid:, aud were followed by the Orion, 
Andacions, and Theſeus, and theſe Five took their Stations cloſe by the Encmy's Live. The Vanguard anchored the 
F.rit on the Outſide of the Enemy, witt:n haf Piſt el Shot of Le Span ate, che Third Ship in the Enemy's Line, and 
Was ſollowed in a eloſe Line by the Minotaur, Def:nce, Beilerophun, Majeſtic, Swiſtſure, and Alexanacr, The Leander 
advanced likewiſe on the Ou fide, and dropped his Anchor athwart Le Franklin's Bp v, raking her with great Ste 


cs. The Action commenced at Sun Set, 31 Minutcs pad sim: u 30 Minutes after Nine, L'Orient caught Fire, and
